|OUR WILD FLOWERS — 
'A PLEA FOR PROECTION 


A wild flower depends on favour- 
jable conditions. to enable it to repro- 
ae and expand its species. 

The beautiful White Trillium em- 
blem of our Province of Ontario — is 
a splendid example. It has always 
been a favourite, and is wont to be 
gathered in huge bunches each May 
by well-meaning children and grown- 
ups alike. It is a perennial and as 
soon as the flowering season is over, 
the plant sets its green leaves to 
work and sends down food to the bulb 


‘}to build up its sprout for the succeed- 


fing year. The plant's collar of green 
leaves stands at the top of the flower- 
ing stalk, and when we pluck the 
stalk the plant dies, or is left without 
sprout or seed. 

Adl leafy-stemmed wild flowers 
(such as our Lady-Slipper-Orchids) 
are in the same category as the Tril- 
lium and to pick them is to destroy 
the plant, so dependent are they on 
their leafy stems to complete their 
growing and reproductive cycle. 

Some of our loveliest wild flowers 
are annuals -— or bienniais -— that 
die in the year of their bloom. By 
picking these we prevent the seeding 
and doom the plants to extinction. 
The beautiful Blue Fringed Gentian is 
an outstanding example. Those who 
have been in the habit of picking 
these flowers, have done so, no doubt, 
in perfect innocence, but if they re- 
visit in succeeding years, they will 
note that where they have done their 
the colonies have either 
dwindled greatly or completely disap- 
peared. 

In Southern Ontario the favourable 
areas where wild flowers grow and 
flourish are becoming scarcer and 
scarcer. iherefore; we must play our 
Ipart in affording them protection 


where they are still availabie for our 


enjoyment. 

Wild flowers do not take kindly to 
transplanting to our garden where, 
without exceeding skill and know- 
ledge of ‘soil and habitat require- 
ments, many will die. 

Our native woodland flowers never 
look so well in a trim garden bed as 
they do in their natural setting of 
leafy grove, wooded swamp or sphag- 
num bog, with the freedom of the 
wild and the companions nature has 
assigned them. 

Should you be impelled to move 
wild plants due to urban development 
and the ultimate destruction of the 


place where they are growing, en-, 


deavor to duplicate exactly the condi- 
tions where they are found growing. 
' Otherwise, good outdoor manners 
‘should consist of “enjoying, but not 
destroying’. Leave plants for others 
to see. The use of a camera is excel- 
ent, providing as it does a relatively 
{permanent record to be enjoyed many 
ltimes over by -yourself and others 
| wiko may not have been privileged to 
discover them as you did. 

According to the Federation of On- 
tario Naturalists it.is better to - 
“take nothing but ‘photographs and 
leave nothing but footprints”.

‘All drug charges should wait 


’ OTTAWA — At least a mil- 
lion ‘words must have been 
written already about the Le 
Dain Royal Commissien Report 
on the Non-Medicail Use of 
Drugs, but I’ve seen little at- 
tention paid to a rather alarm- 
ing aspect of the story — the 
rationale behind the Govern- 
ment response, 


The Trudeau Government 
commissioned the Le Dain 
study because non-medical use 
of drugs in Canada was escalat- 


ing and out of control, particu- — 


larly among young people. 


The Governmnt felt there 
was too little solid information 
on the subject. for making 
firmly based judgments. 


Wide-spread use of drugs in 
Canadian society might or 
might hot be bad for the coun- 
try, but it was an undeniable 
fact that the new culture en- 
couraged disrespect for the 
law, reasoned the Cabinet, 


The report itself is well rea- 
soned, and whether or not you 
agree with the interim recom- 
mendations; there’s 700 pages 
of evidence that make the 
main suggestions look- mighty 
logical. 


That's not to say that the 
Government response has been 
logical —~ far from it. 


The commission concluded 
that there is no justification 
for jailing people found in pos- 
session of psychotropic drugs. 
And that term includes the 
whole bag -~ marijuana, hash, 


LSD, heroin, Speed, every- 
thing. 
Drug possession offences, 


said the commission, should be 
prosecuted under the Food and 
Drugs Act, not the Narcotics 
Control Act. 


This was the recommeda- 
tion that split the Trudeau cab- 
inet and delayed release of the 
report, As it happpened, the 
forces of liberalization won, 
but.in so doing, they gave Ca- 
nadian youth further ground 
for contempt of the law. 


Health Minister John Munro 
has been the one publicly 
pushing for the government .to 
switch marijuana from the 
Narcotics Act but to take such 


an action at this time and in 
the way proposed, can do great 
damage. 


The Le Dain document — 
and the continuing study the 
commission will begin this fall 
~~ could be the foundation for 
a real social reform that would 
win real respect for the law, 
but the Government statement 
issued Friday with the report 
hasn't helped. 


In less than a week of study, 
the cabinet rejected the Le 
Dain. request for lesser drug 
possession penalties in all 
‘areas Save one —- marijuana. 
On marijuana, said Mr. Munro, 
the government would give 
consideration to switching it to 
the Food and Drugs Act. 


In other words, drugs are po- 
litical explosives. 


I can see no justification for 
the government changing the 
law on drugs piece-meal in a 
popularity contest with young 
people. If changes in the law 
are justified, let them be made 
after the Le Dain Commission 
has finished its work. 


The action taken by Justice 
Minister Turner last August, 
when he instructed crown pro- 
secutors to press for jail sen- 
tencées ‘only in extreme drug 
possession cases, was the right 
transitional move. a 


When the interim Le Dain 
report was tabled, the govern- 
ment should have announced 
immediate intention to  pro- 
ceed with drug education pro- 
grams and intensification of 
research work, 


At the same time it should 
have announced plainly that 
the law would stay the same — 
as modified by the Turner 
memo of last August on penal- 
ties — until the full drug re- 
port was complete and a gov- 
ernment decision has been 
made. 


As it is, half the country's 
youth is now convinced that 
Ottawa thinks marijuana is 
okay and the police don’t know 
where they're at, ~

‘but the contempt displayed for 

' Canada’s traditional methods of 

| making major decisions is 
shocking. 

) The policy-formation exer- 

i cise actually began before the 

| Liberal leadership contest in 

‘early 1968, Then the think- 

| ing was unformalized, only re- 

| corded by Trudeau jottings 
and general ideas, 


' ‘The review began in earnest 
t shortly after Mr. Trudeau took 
office, He warned us it was 
coming —~- but the Opposition 
“surmised it would be a White 
Paper, the basis for discus- 
* gion to form policy. 


| ‘The first announced new Ca- 

nadian policy came last year 
with NATO cutbacks, which to 

} all appearances were a wise 
move. But don't forget the de- 
cision. was announced mere 
days after an all-party Parlia- 
mentary committee had urged 
that we maintain the status 
quo in the alliance. 


The enormous task of draft- 
ing Trudeau ideas onto paper 
‘for_a complete foreign policy 
overhaul was completed and 
announced without any such 
lip service to the Parliomenta- 
ry system, 

I happen to think the poli- 
cies, goals, and methods of 
reaching them outlined in the 
forcign policy papers are good 


ones for Canada, but Parlia- 
ment hasn't been given an op- 
portunity to express any opin- 
jon. 

In fact, the Parliamentary 
Committee on External Affairs 
is still meeting to hammer out 
its recommendation for a new 
report, which probably won't 
be ready until late this year. 


Admittedly, the committee 
system seems a cumbersome 
way to decide intricate poli- 
cies, but surely that is one of 
the failings of democracy. 
When policies are drafted by 
committees they sure need 
smoothing out, but at least 
they represent the wishes of 
the people. 


Is Mr. Trudeau sure that 
what he wants for a Canadian 
international role is what the 
Canadian people want? Per- 
haps he thinks he knows bet- 
ter, 


Discouragingly enough, the 
policy produced by the experts 
-— with advice from Canada’s 
business and academic commu- 
nity — is undoubtedly better 
than what the committee will 
produce. The decision-making 
process in unilateral 
isn't cluttered up by difference 
of opinion. “ 


But really, Mr. Trudeau, 
could you not have presented 
the policy paper to Parliament 
and allowed debate? Instead, 
the foreign policy papers hit 
the table of the House of Com- 
mons the same day as a mas- 
sive report from the Committee 
on Bilingualism and Bicultural- 
ism, 

Over the last little while 
there have been three other 
weighty Government papers or 
reports plunked on the clerk's 
desk. It would almost appear 
to be a conscious attempt to 
snow under the poor Opposi- 
tion with sheer weight of 
words. é 

But this one is policy ... 
policy before it became public. 
And you know, it's possible the 
policy would have been better 
if some comment on it had 
been allowed before it hecame 
fact.

Intensive research —— supported in 
part by your Heart Fund dollars — | 
has significantly changed the picture. | 
Many victims of stroke recover and | 
enjoy a chance at life, thanks to new 
techniques’ for treating stroke more 
successfully and for preventing or 
minimizing crippling after - effects. 
But the general public still is not suf- 
ficiently awaye of these facts. There- 
fore, let me assure you that there is 
\effective treatment, that there is 4 
igrowing rate of recovery, and that | 
ithere are ways, too, of reducing the | 
'risk of suffering a stroke. 

What is a “stroke”? 

A stroke is an accident that occurs 
when the flow of blood carrying food 
and oxgen to the brain is interrupted 
lat some point in its course. The inter- | 
ruption frequently is caused by a clot | 
resulting from hardening of the ar- | 
‘teries ( atherosclerosis) which feed the 
ibrain. Fatty substances accumulate 
‘in the walls of the blood vessels, caus- 
‘ing the channels which carry blood 
to become roughened and narrowed. 
Normal blood substances tend to ad- 
here to this roughened surface and to 
form clots. If large enough, a clot| 


may block passage of blood in a neck |, 


artery serving the brain. Or a frag | 
ment of clot may’ break off and be} 
‘carried to another narrower vessel 
leading to or in the brain, causing | 
lsimilar blockage. Or blood flow can | 
be interrupted by a hemorrhage in- | 
‘side the brain caused by rupturing | 
of a diseased blood vessel, | 

When interruption of blood supply 
;causes a stroke, injury to some nerve 
‘cells results. Cells thus damaged can- 
‘not send messages to the parts of the | 
body they control. Sometimes the | 
| damage produces paralysis of’an arm 
,or leg, sometimes interferes with the 
lability to speak, the ability to move 
|the muscles of the face, etc., depend- 
ing upon which cells have been af- | 
| fected. 
} What happens in stroke? 
When a stroke is severe because | 
‘brain damage is extensive, the vic- | 
itim can become paralyzed in one or | 
lmore limbs. He might lose his ability 
lto remember, to co-ordinate, to speak 
‘and even to communicate in any 
other way with his family. 

What can be done about stroke? 

Today a great’ deal can be done 


| about stroke, thanks to new know | 


jledge developed through medical re- 
search, 
| Some stroke victims return to nor- 
jmal after relatively short periods of 
‘treatment. Others might be left with 
| varying degrees of paralysis or of 
speech or memory impediments for 
longer periods, But: most of the latter, 
| too, can recover sufficiently to re- 
}lurn to gainful, productive life.

OTTAWA ~-—— Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau has launched Canada 


ESS on a foreign policy which will 


mark our. intervational deal- 
ings with a stamp more distinc- 
tively Canadian than ever be- 
fore.. 

He intends to make the 
country known abroad &’s he 
secs it at home — neither 
American nor British, neither 
French nor English; nobody's 
satellite, but still a firm mem- 
her of the Western camp. 

There may be those who dis- 
seree with the Trudeau. con- 
cept of what Canada is, but 
they will have’ no chance to 
change this new course until 
after the next election at the 
earliest, and that is at least 
two years away. 

Neither will Parliament be 
able to change it. 

The policy outlined in the 
papers produced by the De- 
partment of External Affairs 
Jast month shows at least 
some shift in Mr. Trudeau's 
thinking since his academic 
days. 5 

As a political writer and uni- 
versity professor, he often ex- 
pressed condemnation of na- 
tionalism, considering it out- 
moded in the modern world. 

But the foreign policy pap- 
ers, which bear the Trudeau 
stamp on every page, declare a 
new Canadian nationalism 
which Canada intends to carry 
to the international scene.

The new Canadian national- 
ism declared in those foreign 
SelieySoupers is reinforced by 
a report of Parliament’s exter- 
nal affairs committee on Cana- 
dian relations with the U.S. 

This document, now in the 
final stages of preparation, 
asks for tough measures to 
control the actions of foreign- 
owned corporations —- primari- 
ly U.S. — operating in Canada, 
and international trade unions, 
also with headquarters in the 
US; ; 

The foreign policy papers 
concentrate on the need for 
Canada to balance U.S. domi- 
nation by making friends and 
trade alliances with Latin 
American and Pacific-rim 
countries, while at the same 
time strengthening ties with 
European countries (both East 
and West.) & 

The expanded foreign policy 
will require a bigger budget, 
but External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell Sharp has said Can- 
ada is indeed prepared to 
spend more money to reach 
the goals outlined. 

The policy will be one of 
making Canada available as a

ing countries, as an alternative 
to the potentially smothering 
friendship of the U.S.

The fourth-ranked golf event 
in the world is supposed to be 
the Canadian Open. 


Only the U. S. Open, British 
Open and Masters outrank our 
own championship, according 
to officials of the Professional 
Golfers Association. 


That's why it is unfortunate 
that a feud between the PGA 
and the pros they represent 
kept the top 10 money win- 
ners away from this year’s 
event at the London Hunt Club 
in London, Ont. 


No club in the history of the 
Open worked as hard or as 
successfully.as the members of 
this posh layout, rebuilt along 
ihe Thames River after the 
University of Western Ontario 
swallowed up the old course. 

Their advance ticket sale as- 
sured that the Open would be 
a financial success. They lined 
up some top names in sports 
such as Bobby Orr and Russ 
Jackson, put up $5,000 in 
prize money, and staged a mon- 
ey-making pro-am to kick off 
the Open. 


But despite the best efforts 
of the Royal Canadian Golf 
Association, the sponsors 
(House of Seagrams), and the 
PGA, the big names boycotted 
the championship. 

Billy Casper, Jack Nicklaus, 
Arnold Palmer, Gary Player, 
Doug Sanders, Tony Jacklin, 
Bob Charles and Bruce Devlin 
all refused to enter the Open 
on the flimsy excuse that they 
wanted to participate in a cele- 
brity pro-am in England. 

The Sean Connery Pro-Am 
was under the. auspices of 
Mark McCormick, the young 
Cleveland attorney who man-. 
aged Palmer, Nicklaus and 
Player into the millionaire 
class. And the last hope of a 
top 10 golfer entering the Ca- 
nadian Open faded with the 
illness of Dave Hill, runner-up 
to Jacklin in the U, 5. Open. 

Of course, the absence of the 
big names didn't stop the Open 
from being a financial success. 

“But many of the paying spec- 
tators purchased tickets last 
winter on the assumption that 
a tournament worth $125,000 
in prize money and the pres- 
lige of being No. 4 would draw 
the big names, 

Unfortunately, there is noth- 
Ing in the rules of the PGA to 
force the players to compete.

Their excuse that the English 
event gave them time to prac- 
lice for the British Open the 
following week is just that — 
an excuse. 


Had Mark McCormick been 
the organizer of the Canadian 


* Open and not the PGA, it-is a 


safe bet that all the big names 
would have been there with 
the possible exception of Jack- 
lin. 


No one has a quarrel with 
McCormick’s desire to make a 
buck for his clients, He is re- 
cognized as the best agent an 
athlete can hire, Just look at 
the exposure his golfers get, 
not overlooking the million- 
dollar-plus deal he’ negotiated 
for skier Jean Claude Killy. 
And now. he has the task of 
making sense out of Detroit 
Tiger ace Denny McLain’'s® sad 
financial mess. 


But McCormick should stay 
out of the golf promotion field. 
He can't properly direct golf- 
ers as well as the tournaments 
in which they take part. 


The big names tried before 
to fight the PGA for control of 
the tournaments. Cooler heads 
prevailed and after concessions 
were granted, the PGA was 
given the right to continue as 
organizer of the pro circuit.
